Dismay at Homestead—The Militia Will

Homestgeap (Pa.,) July 10.—{By the 
Associated Press.] Intense excitement 
was created late tonight by the in- 
nouncement that the Pennsylvania 
militia. 8000 strong had been or- 
dered out and. would arrive at 
Homestead tomorrow. The news 
was flashed over the wires to the 
city at 11:10 p.m, and a few 
minutes later it. came to the ears of 
ithe strikers. At first the report was 
received with incredplity, but a few 
ingivies among the. press representa- 
tives convinced them that it. was right. 
Little groups gathered. at the street 
corners and the situation was discussed | 
in low but earnest tones.’ 

Hot-headed Strikers at first were dis- 
posed to be a little defiant, and there 
were occasional declaration. that even 
the militia would be opposed, but when 
it waslearned that the division ordered 
out numbered 8000 men, these declara-" 
tions promptly gave wav to: ‘Oh, 
well, we have beat the Pfnkertons any- 
way.’’ The opinion was freely ex- 
pressed by the rank and file. that the 
militia would be received by no hostile 
demonstration, andan armistice would 
be declared until after their departure. 

‘But they will have to go away some 
time,’’ said the leader of a little group 
near the depot, “and when they do we

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


A Model Letter for a Railroad 
Position. 


If So, “How Did You Come to 
Be So?’’ 


The: Experience of a Traveler With 
a Purchased Pass. 


He Got Through Part of His Journey, but 


Was Nabbed at Last—Mountain 
Schooner Line — Tile and 
Track Gossip. 


Prominent railroad officials, like the 
editors of newspapers, are often the re- 
cipients of curiosities in correspond- 
ence, they, too, having to deal with al- 
most every kind of letter-writing 
cranks, excepting, possibly, the spring 
poet. Sometimes these letters are 
from patent draw-bar cranks, chronic 
seekers for the coveted free pass, or 
applicants for impossible positions: 
The effusions of some of this ‘latter 
class are often pathetic, and sometimes 
humorous, but one which- was recently 
received by one of the principal officials 
in Los Angeles is a gem that is 
unique in its way. Contrasted with 
others that may have come in 
the same mail, this letter was 
an example of classic English, im- 
maculate spelling and Spencerian pen- 
manship; but the ingenuousness of the 
writer-—-his sweet childlike innocence, 
though mature in years, are perfectly, 
irresistible. Asa model to be cut out 
and pasted in your copy of the ‘‘Handy 
Letter Writer,’’ it will be here repro- 
duced verbatum, ommitting only the 
names and places, which might lead to 
disagreeable identification. Here it is: 

Dear Sir: Icanscarcely hope to offer a 
satisfactory excuse for troubling you,at so 
great length, particularly since the matter 
I have to present to pe is of a purely self- 
ish character, and of no possible personal 
interest to you. 

lam aware that men, in general, are 
wont to dismiss with as little thought and 
few words as possible, matters that afe of 
no personal interest tothem. Yet it some- 
times happens. in the economy of nature, 
that men are obliged to ask favors of those 
who are bound to them in no other way 
than by-the ties of the common brother- 
hood of mankind.

MR. HART TALKS. 
Some Suggestions by the Attor- 
ney-General. 

He Gives an Opinion As to the Pro- 

posed Special Session. 


It is Not Necessary, and Thereforo 
Will Not Be Called. 


The Legislature Could Afford No Relief to 
Incumbents Under the Dougherty. 
Decision—The ‘Railroad 
Tax Cases. 


It now appears that there will bé no 


way out of the difficulties growing out 
of the Dougherty decision has been 
found, and it could not have been reme- 
died in that way, at any fate. TheSan 
Francisco Chronicle of Saturday has the 


following details. 


The Governor has received the opinion of 
Attv.-Gen. Hait on’ che middle caused Sy 
the Dougherty decision, and that oficial 
now thinks thatan cxtca session of the Leg- 
islature is not necessary. He hols that a 
special session cannot afford any assistance 
to incumbents; that a special session could 
not remedy the defectsin the county govern:

YDA ADDIS STORKE. 


She is Now an Inmate of the Santa 
Barbara Poorhouse. 


Broken in Health and Spirits, She is Now 
Suppurted by Public Charity—A 
Varied Career to End in 
Poverty and Pain. 


Several days ago Tux Times poblished 
the fact that Yda Addis Storke had ap- 
plied to the Supervisors of Santa -Bar- 
bara county to be admitted to the poor- 
house. This was regarded at the time 
as mérely one of Mrs. Storke’s vagaries, 
but it mow appears that she was in 
earnest in her appeal, as will be seen 
by the following special dispatch to the 
San Francisco Examiner from Santa 
Barbara of date of July 8: 


Weak. broken-spirited and sick, Yda Ad- 
dis Storke has gene to the poorhouse. 
vicissitudes of life were never presented in 
amore striking way than when she ap- 
plied to the Supervisors yesterday for 
county aid. A woman of much delicate 
sensibilities, who has wielded with success 
a most facile pen, and who has made a suc- 
cess in the journalistic fleld while she fol- 
lowed that vocation, she must feel the 
blow keenly. 

On being interviewed by an Examiner 
representative, Mrs. Storke stated that she 
had been out of employment for so long, 
being unable to endure the fatigue of men. 
tal work and her bodily strength being in- 
adequate for manual labor, that she had no 
means nor relatives on whom to call for as- 
sistance. 

Cc. A. Storke, she said, gave her $25 on 
June 19, 1891, and that was the last money 
she had received from her husband. She 


-had been living sinee then on the kindness 
of friends, and she could bear to tax their 


friendship ho longer. 
The step she took yésterday was not a 
rash one, but upon her bya 
, Clothes and shelter. 
Mrs. Storke is certainly a much debiil- 
tated woman; her face is pinched and wan, 
her step feeble and her eves burn with an 
unrestful, suffering look that makes one 
pity her even before he learns her history. 
Born and raised in an aristocratic family 
of one of the Southern States she received 
a fine education, and chose newspaper work 
as her profession. She was a splendid de- 


lar with ease and readiness. ; 

Mrs. Storke came to Californiaand went 
into the employ of the Argonaut, and after 
awhile went to Los Angeles, which place 
she made her headquarters. While there 
she met a Chicago journalist named Gaster- 
field, who became quite intimate with her, 
and she was eventually made one of the co. 
respondents in the divorce suit brought, by 
his wife, which was a cause celebre in Chic®ro 
some five years ago. To escape testi yiyg 
Gasterfield sent her to Mexico, where ste 
traveled, and about which country she 
wrote aseriesOf splendid descriptive ar- 
ticles, published in an Eastern magazine. 

On returning to Los Angeles she pursuédc 
newspaper work and became, after a short 
acquaintance, engaged, as she claimed, to 
ex-Gov. Downey. His affection waned and 
Yda Addis threatened biiwn with a breach of 
promise suit. To escape her he fled to the 
seclusion of his sister's house, from which 
place the indefatigable Yda had him taker. 
on a writ of habezs corpus, claiming that 
nis sister was keeping him away from her 
loving arms. 

The ex-Governor finally paid her $5000 

‘to release him from her attentions. 

_ In the early part of 1890 Yda Addis came 
to Santa Barbara, being then engaged in 
writing a history of the county for a Chi.

Storke was the plaintiff in a very sensa- 
tional divorce suit against his former wife,

ception fascinated him. 

After a short courtship they were mar- 
ried and had trouble from the start. This

MODERN FIREWORKS. |} 


MANY CHANGES IN A BUSINESS THAT 
ONCE WAS LIMITED. 


Today Magnificent Displays of Fireworks 
Are Within the Reach of Nearly Every- 
body—RBeautifal and Startling Effects, 
Animals of Fire. 


‘The catalogues of the different kinds of 
freworks show the growth of the business 
and the Chinese critckers do not take 
up more that a page of the Ofty or sixty 
illustrated pages of the manufacturer's 
price. list. The prices range from three 
cents-for the old time package of gold 
chop firecrackers of the gold dragon brand 
~ to an exhibition assortment that costs 
£1,000, and includes balloons, bombs and a 
number of set pieces. There is no limit to 
the cost of fireworks any more. Any of 
the leading companies will undertake to 
* get up a 80,000 exhibition that will give 
full value for the money. They will send 
their men to set off the flreworks and te 

see that everything is exhibited properly, 
“Ne the committee in charge need do noth- 
ing except send acheck. The price of fire- 
erackers has fallen until a pack of 2-inch 
cannon crackers can be bought for. ten 
cents, which is what the smallgold chep 
crackers used to cost, and eXtra large tor- 
pedoes, that make twice as much noise as 
the old time sort, can be bought at five 
cents a box. 

The novelties in fireworks which ‘the 
companies bave brought out are in the line 
of water fireworks and bailoon fireworks 
which can be sent up in the daytime or at 
night. There are bombs which go upin 
the air and explode to let out elephants 
and fish, and as ‘Thany animals as Noah had 
in the ark, to float around with recxets 
and Ronan candles shooting out of them. 
They can be bought‘ with attachments 
which wil! make music too. It will be 
among the novelties to see paper animals 
floating around in theairand whistling like 
a fogborn, while out in the ocean or, better 
still, in a lake, where the waves:are not 
so high, goldiish, sea serpents and diving 
devils will swim inthe water shooting off 
stars and fire. 

Thé companies put up their fireworks’ in 
assorted cases, Soasto save the customer 
the trouble of picking out what he wants 
or asking the advice of the clerks, He 
need decide only how much he wants to 
spend, and order the assortment at that 
price. For ten dollars a man can get 
twelve large colored candles that shoot off 
six balls apiece, six exhibition candles and 
' twelve skyrockets, vertical and triangular 
wheels, Bengal lights, cans of red, grecn 
and blue fire, a colored geyser, a mine 
which will throw illuminated serpents up 
in the air and a bundle of punk to set it 
all off with. 

From that the price and the kinds of 
fireworks increase to the $1,000 exhibition 


assortment, which would be enough for a 


good sized town to celebrate the Fourth of | 


July with all day long. The exhibition | 
would begin in the morning with a dozen 
3-pound cannon, rockets saluting the sun- 
rise. During the day there would be an 
exhibition of floating animals wriggling | 
around in the air after the bombs in which 
they bad’ been shut up had been exploded. 
At pnoona hot air balloon would carry up 
some animals with parachutes and day | 
- fireworks which could be arranged to drop | 
water fireworks into a lake or river if. 
there was one at hand. In the evening» 
there would be. all kinds of colored fire, 
wheels too big to be called. pin wheels and |
